In Santo Domingo, intelligence 
officials estimate that at least 300 
• Dominican communists have ■ _ 
undergone terrorist training. Mr. 
Isa Conde's visits may have in-’ 
eluded recruiting efforts among 
Dominican students abroad, as 
well as requests for aid front the 
East European communist par- 
ties. A statement by one of the 
parties said the discussions cov- 
ered “efforts of the Dominican 
Communist Party for unification 
of the leftist and progressive 
f or ccs in that country and about 
tlie struggle of the Dominican * 
conununists_ag[9ln$t* imperialism
